All the field offi- 
cers and commissioned officers, with few ex- | 
ceptions, were wounded. 8ixty-cight of their 
nvember sre prisoners et Columbus. Their 
entire loss in killed, wounded aad missing, is 
150, The 22d Illinois’ loss is about 100. These 
two regiments were most exposed to the ene- 
my’e fire, snd the men acted bravely. 

Col. Lauman, of the 7th lows, after being 
wounded in the leg, still continued to head 
bie men. His horse when found on the battle 
field was pierced by eleven bullets. Too much 
praise cannot be given to all of our officers 
end men, es they were fighting against great 
odde, and the enemy's batteries pouring shell 
apd grape into them from Columbus.
